DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The technical field to which invention belongs] this invention - for example, a simultaneous print, simultaneously a user -- 

****** - it is related with the simple album with things 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] As a simple album, a user has a ****** thing simultaneously with a simultaneous print, and 

such a simple album is made for the print of a normal size. 

[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] Thus, since the conventional simple album was made for the print of a normal 
size, the print of a panorama frame or a high vision size was not able to be put in. At the present which use of the print of a 
panorama frame or a high vision size is increasing, it is not limited to the print of a normal size, but the simple album into 
which the print of a panorama frame or a high vision size can be put is demanded. 

[0004] This invention was made in view of such a point, and aims at offering the simple album in which archive arrangement 

of the print of the modality which is different with an easy configuration is possible. 

[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to solve the aforementioned technical probrera and to attain the purpose, invention 
of a simple album according to claim 1 The length of one side is made [ whether it is almost the same as that of the length of 
the long side of the print of a panorama frame, and ] into a little long length. It has the pasteboard which made [ whether it is 
almost the same as that of the length of the long side of the print of a high vision size, and ] the length of the side of another 
side a little long length. Transparent **** which can take the normal print and high vision print and panorama print which 
were printed on the printing paper of the same width of face as this pasteboard in and out is prepared. The aforementioned 
normal print and a high vision print can take in and out of a shorter side side from one side side of the aforementioned 
pasteboard at transparent ****, and it is characterized by the ability of the aforementioned panorama print to take in and out 
of a shorter side side from the side side of another side of the aforementioned pasteboard. It is compact by the length of the 
print of a high vision size, and a simple album is [ one of them ] the length of the long side of the print of a panorama frame, 
and they are [ the other sides can put in three kinds of prints of the same normal print of width of face, a high vision print, and 
a panorama print, and ] convenient. 

[0006] Invention of a simple album according to claim 2 pinches near [ one ] the shorter side of the print of a size with which 
two or more same sizes printed on the printing paper of the same width of face or a plurality is different by the pinching 
member, and is characterized by having filed two or more prints by this pinching member, and constituting. A simple album 
files three kinds of prints of the same normal print of width of face, a high vision print, and a panorama print by the pinching 
member, for example, is easy, and is compact. 

[0007] Invention of a simple album according to claim 3 is characterized by constituting the cover of the aforementioned 
pasteboard from an index print. The cover of pasteboard is made serve a double purpose on an index print, can lose the cover 
of exclusive use, and becomes compact cheaply. Moreover, an index print and a print become together and the archive 
management of a print is convenient. 

[0008] Invention of a simple album according to claim 4 has the pasteboard holding a print, and the cover and backing paper 
of this pasteboard, and is characterized by constituting the aforementioned cover from an index print. The cover of pasteboard 
is made serve a double purpose on an index print, can lose the cover of exclusive use, and becomes compact cheaply. 
Moreover, an index print and a print become together and the archive management of a print is convenient. 
[0009] 

[Embodiments of the Invention] Hereafter, the example of the simple album of this invention is explained. First, the 1st 
example of a simple album is explained based on drawing 1 . Drawing and the drawing I (c) showing the status that drawing 1 
(a) put the perspective diagram of a simple album, and drawing I (b) put the panorama print into pasteboard are drawing 
showing the status that the normal print and high vision print was put into pasteboard. 

[0010] The simple album I consists of a cover 2, pasteboard 3, and a backing paper 4, and left-hand side is filed. The cover 2 
and the backing paper 4 are formed in usually a little thick paper, and the illustration, the character, etc. are printed. As 
pasteboard 3 is formed in paper usually thinner than the cover 2 and the backing paper 4 and is shown in drawing I (b) and 
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(c) The length LI of one side is made [ whether it considers as a httle long length, and is almost the same as that of the length 
of the long side of the print of a panorama frame, or almost the same as that of the length of the long side of the print of a high 
vision size in the length L2 of the side of another side, and ] into a little long length, and binding margin 3a is formed in the 
left-hand side of pasteboard 3 in it. 

[001 1] This whole pasteboard 3 is covered with the transparent sheet 10, and transparent *♦** 5 which can take normal print 
C, high vision print H, and panorama print P which were printed on the printing paper of the same width of face is formed in 
the side front and background of pasteboard 3. The transparent sheet 10 which forms this transparent **** 5 Vertical edge 3c 
by the side of binding margin 3a of pasteboard 3, and 3d of the overall-length sections of binding margin 3a of pasteboard 3 
and vertical comer 3b of an opposite side, Heat vacuum evaporationo can be carried out to the guide sections 6, 7, 8, and 9, 
normal print C from one side side of pasteboard 3 and high vision print H can take in and out of a shorter side side, and 
panorama print P is *♦**♦♦ which can be taken from a shorter side side from the side side of another side of pasteboard 3. 
[0012] The spacing Dl of the guide sections 6 and 7 and the guide sections 8 and 9 which were prepared in pasteboard 3 is 
arranged a little at double width from the width of face of normal print C and high vision print H, and the spacing D2 of the 
guide sections 6 and 8 and the guide sections 7 and 9 is similarly arranged a little from the width of face of panorama print P 
at double width. 

[0013] Thus, it is compact by the length L2 of the print of a high vision size, and the simple album 1 is [ one of them ] the 
length LI of the long side of print P of a panorama frame, and they are [ the other sides can put in three kinds of prints, the 
same normal print C of width of face high vision print H, and panorama print P, and ] convenient. 

[0014] Next, the 2nd example of a simple album is explained based on drawing 2 . Drawing 2 is a perspective diagram of a 
simple album. The simple album 1 of this 2nd example constitutes the cover 2 of pasteboard 3 from an index print. The cover 
2 of pasteboard 3 is made serve a double purpose on an index print, can lose the cover of exclusive use, and becomes compact 
cheaply. Moreover, an index print and a print become together and the archive management of a print is convenient. 
[00 1 5] Next, the 3rd example of a simple album is explained based on drawing 3 . Drawing 3 (a) is a perspective diagram of a 
simple album, and drawing 3 (b) is a perspective diagram of a print. The simple album 1 of this 3rd example pinches near 
one ] the shorter side of the print of a size with which the plurality printed on the printing paper of the same width of face is 
different by the pinching member 20, files two or more prints by this pinching member 20, and constitutes, as a print of a size 
with which a plurality is different, there are three kinds of prints, normal print C, high vision print H, and panorama print P, 
and it is shown in drawing 3 (b) on the left-hand side of each of this print -- as - binding margin calcium. - Ha~and Pa are 
formed Moreover, the simple album 1 may be made to file the print of two or more printed same sizes. 
[0016] Thus, the simple album 1 files three kinds of prints, the same normal print C of width of face, high vision print H, and 
panorama print P, by the pinching member 20, for example, is easy, and is compact. In addition, although binding margins 
calcium, Ha, and Pa were formed in this example, you may be made to file, without forming a binding margin. 
[001 7] Next, the 4th example of a simple album is explained based on drawing 4 . Drawing 4 is a perspective diagram of a 
simple album. The simple album of the 4th example of drawing 4 (a) attaches a cover 2 and the backing paper 4 to the simple 
album 1 of the example of drawing 3 , and the simple album 1 of the 4th example of drawing 4 (b) attaches a cover 2 and the 
backing paper 4 to the simple album 1 of the example of drawing 3 , and constitutes the cover 2 of pasteboard 3 from an index 
print further. 

[0018] Next, the 5th example of a simple album is explained based on drawing 5 . Drawing 5 is a perspective diagram of a 
simple album. The simple album 1 of this 5th example consists of a cover 2, pasteboard 3, and a backing paper 4, and 
constitutes the cover 2 of pasteboard 3 from an index print. The cover 2 of pasteboard is made serve a double purpose on an 
index print, can lose the cover of exclusive use, and becomes compact cheaply. Moreover, an index print and a print become 
together and the archive management of a print is convenient. 
[0019] 

[Effect of the Invention] As described above, it is compact by the length of the print of a high vision size, and a simple album 
is [ one of them ] the length of the long side of the print of a panorama frame, and invention according to claim 1 has [ the 
other sides can put in three kinds of prints of the same normal print of width of face, a high vision print, and a panorama print, 
and ] them. [ convenient ] 

[0020] Invention according to claim 2 files three kinds of prints of the same normal print of width of face, a high vision print, 
and a panorama print by the pinching member, for example, is simple for a simple album, and it is compact. 
[0021] The cover of pasteboard is made serve a double purpose on an index print, and invention according to claim 3 can lose 
the cover of exclusive use, and becomes compact cheaply. Moreover, an index print and a print become together and the 
archive management of a print is convenient. 

[0022] Since the pasteboard holding a print and the cover of this pasteboard are constituted from an index print and the cover 
of pasteboard is made serve a double purpose on an index print, invention according to claim 4 can lose the cover of exclusive 
use, and becomes compact cheaply. Moreover, an index print and a print become together and the archive management of a 
print is convenient. 
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
